monious Mealing—Mr Biley, 


the President. 


Boston, Jan 11 The organization 


of the common council, which has been 
a mattei of contention since the new 
year came in, was finally effected to 
night and Daniel J Kiley will be the 
president for the coming year Al- 
though the Republican members at a 
caucus this afternoon voted to support 
his candidacy it was with the tacit un 
derstanding that all proceedings of 
previous meetings of this year s coun 
cil including the one at. which Mr ICl 
ley took the chajr and declared his own 
election and the temporary president 
had adjourned the meeting, should be 
expunged fiom the records and that a 
fresh stait should be made 
The lat 


ter arrangement, however, when it

It consists of a round disk about 7 
inches in diameter and three inches 
thick that contains a strong spring to 
which is attached the end of the trol- 
ly rope. It is so constructed that when 
the trolly happens to come oft from the 
overhead wire this divice catches and 
holds the trolley from flying up into the 
air and thereby prevents ail danger of 
the trolley striking a guy wire and 
breaking it,- which is invariably the 
case when a car is going at a rapid 
pace down a hill. This machine is 
detachable, so that it can be transferr- 
ed from one end of the car to the oth- 
er when'the trolley Is changed.

His In- 
terest in forestry was thus developed, 
and to this subject he has since de- 
voted his energies. . He has traveled in 
Europe, studying forestry where it is 
made a science; and It is certain that 
no man in Maine knows our forests 
and understands the dangers and neces- 
sities of the present situation better 
than this brilliant young man.

Merchant Marine. 


A report by Consul .General 


H. Mason, of Berlin, on the dfevelop- 
ment of the German commercial ma- 
rine, recently received at the St ite De- 
partment, furnishes very valuable in- 
formation as to the notable results that 
bave followed the course of thje Ger- 
man Government in promoting its mer- 
chant marine in the foreign trade. Mr. 
Mason is recognized as perhaps • the 
foremost man in the consular service 
of the United States His reports dur- 
ing his long term in the service have 
been models of accuracy, and his state- 
ment of facts are not questioned by 
anyone. Mr. Mason, in part, says.— 


*'In the whole record 
of German 


progress and development no chapter 
is more striking than that which de- 
scribes the growth and improvement o£ 
its merchant marine, which now ranks 
as second among European nations to 
that of Great Brltian 
alone 
The 


n hole steam seagoing merchant marine 
of Germany is of iron and steel, and 
comprises a relatively large number of 
the largest, fastest, and most powerful 
steamships of the world. The growth 
of this branch of the merchant service 
has been almost phenomenal, and vin- 
dicates, U any vindication were re- 
quired, the active and liberal govern- 
mental policy by which it has been fos- 
tered. In 1871 Germany had in her 
ocean service only 147 steamers with a 
tonnage of 81,994. On January 1, 1898. 
she had 1171 seSgoing. steamers, with a 
tonnage of 969,800.-jGermany has to- 
day 27 regular lines "of steamships to 
European, ports and 34 to the rest of 
the world. Down as late as 1880 the 
steamships used in Germany were 
practically all built in Great Britian. 
But the Prussian Government estab- 
lished yards for the construction and 
repair of war vessels, and contracts 
were also given to private yards to 
construct such vessels. It was shown 
that armored war vessels could be de- 
signed and constructed in 
German}, 


and today German shipyards build 
steel cruisers and battleships not only 
for 
the fatherland, 
but for Japan 


China 
and the 
republics of South 


America. 


"About 1884 
the imperial 
statute 


was enacted granting important sub- 
sidies to the North German Lloyd for 
a line of mall steamers to Eastern Asia 
and Australia, with the stipulation that 
the steamships receiving such subsidy 
must be bult In in German shipyards by 
German 
workmen 
The effect was 


a 
rush 
of 
orders 
for mer- 


chant 
steamers. 
The turning point 


of 
the ' development 
of 
naval 


construction 
was when the necessity 


of beginning immediately an armored 
fleet for the newly consolidated empire 
compelled the admiralty not only to 
increase the equipment and capacity of 
Its own shipyards, but to give contracts 
for iron-clad vessels to private Ger- 
man constructors. Similarly the first 
real 
opportunity ^given 
to 
a 


home shipyard was when a Govern- 
ment subsidy compelled the Lloyds to 
build ships in Germany. It can safely 
be said that the great lines which now 
connect 
the two principal 
German 


ports with Asia, Australasia and the 
German colonies in East Africa would 
not and could not have been establish- 
ed and maintained during the early 
years of struggling and 
uncertainty 


had they not received direct, liberal 
and assured support of the Govern- 
ment in fixed annual subsidies. Bis- 
marck had the sagacity to see that the 
time would soon come, had Indeed 
come, when Germany must have new 
and extended foreign markets for her 
surplus manufactured products, or 
languish from congestion. Ills appeal 
to the Reichstag for aid to the mer- 
chant marine was based upon the ex- 
perience and adopted policies of France 
and Great Britain, the rivals from 
whom Germany bad then most to fear, 
and the appeal met with, immediate 
and cordial response. 
The line to 


China and the one to Australia and the 
one to Alexandria were established as 
a result of a yearly subsidy of fl,047,- 
606 to the North German Lloyd Line.

sistently supported by public moneys 
from the Treasury, but it has been en- 
couraged, applauded, and honored by 
the entire influence of the Imperial 
Government. No capitalists or busi- 
ness men are more honored in Germany 
than those who have contributed to the 
expansion and improvement 
of the 


German fleet 3t merchant marine. The 
enormous increase in the foreign trade 
of Germany has justified the result" 


The difference in the way in which 


the men in Germany who have taken 
part In building up the merchant ma- 
rine of that country have been treated 
and those in the United States en- 
gage l'in a similar work is very strik- 
ing. 
Here the itfen who are giving 


their time and 
capital to this work 


are denounced as "subsidy mongers," 
and >ther names with a view of dls- 
credi .ing them But in Germany when 
in N< vember last, tyr. Meier, the found- 
er of jthe North German Lloyd Company 
died,' the honors bestowed upon! his 
memory by the Government anc the 
people were of princely splendor and 
solemnity." Consul Mason gives the 
averige wages paid in the shipyards at 
Bremen and they compare as follows 
witbjtbe wages paid in the largest ship- 
yard Jin the Delaware:

rob if of its brains 
The custom of 


standing up unnecessarily under fire Is 
already being sternly discouraged, and 
I'm aiire it will betgladly abandoned. 
No nlan enjoys exposure of that kind, 
and all that is needed to. insure ordin- 
ary Prudence Is the knowledge that it 
will Dp endorsed by! public opinion. The 
more; sei ions Question to be considered 
is thpjt of uniform, 
At present every 


officer is a target by reason of the dis- 
tinguijshing marks jot 
his dress and 


equipment, and in many of tue historic 
English regiments! special pains have 
been'^aken to render them as striking- 
ly c( nspicuous as possible. That is 
well enough in barracks or on parade, 
but : n action it lacks the first element 
of co mmon sense. Modern warfare has 
beco ne an exceedingly practical busi- 
ness and I predict that the next twelve 
mon hs will see the removal of all 
marl:s of rank in the senvce dress of 
at le sat company officers—who are nat- 
ural! y the ones most exposed. There 
is al splutely no reason why a Captain 
or a Lieutenant should advertise

fact by bis clothes. They Identify him

THE STOCK MARKET. 


New York, Jan. 11. Today's stock 


market was characterized by considera- 
ble speculative activity on the part of 
the bear contingent There was posi- 
tive demoralization In these shares in 
contrast to the fairly firm undertone of 
the general list especially the 
rail- 


roads. The occasion of the attack of 
the industrials was of course yester- 
day's utterances by the president of 
the American Sugar Refining Company. 
The bears began selling in such volume 
and with such confidence that one arter 
another of the specialties crumbled in 
price and fell through a storm of dis- 
lodged stop loss orders. Even the rail- 
road list was affected at last and tha 
earlier gams in that department were 
generally wiped out 
Tbe rally before 


the close reduced all net declines In 
the railroads to fractional hmita and 
restored fractional gains in some cases. 
The borrowing demand for sugar sent 
it to a premium in the loan crowd be- 
fore the close. A large preponderance 
of the total dealings was in the spec- 
ialties. The strength in foreign mar- 
kets on the reduction in the official 
discount rates of the Bank of England 
and the bank of France was reflected 
here and foreign arbitrage brokers were 
good buyers until prices rose above 
parity. The reaction in prices was 
sympathetic. The London buying was 
in sufficient volume to cause notable 
heavfness in the 
sterling exchange 


market where the demand for bills 
was very light. The New York banks 
are receiving large remittances 
fiom 


the interloi as well as from the sub- 
treasury and rates on all classes 
of 


loans were notably easier.

WHIST, 


Some 
Suggestions Regarding the 


Great and Popular Card Game. 


In this the era of whist systems, one 


is constantly confronted with the pro- 
position as to what is the best method 
to use in defence against tbe various 
methods. The answer is, play each 
hand on Its own merits. By this 
is 


meant not to play in disregard of what- 
ever system you have adopted, but by 
conforming to Its rules, to get the most 
possible out of your hand 
There are 


plajers who evidently think that be- 
cause a suit in which they hold con- 
siderable strength is opened short, if 
they happen to win the Orst trick, the 
quicker they can exhaust trumps tbe 
better. Without regarding the com- 
ponent parts of the hand they will lead 
trumps holding any number from one 
to four, even though the plain suit be 
unestabhshed. 


There are short-suit 
players who 


make it heir favorite opening to induce 
a trump lead; and to respond from a 
hand that does not warrant such an 
opening is to fall into a tiap laid by the 
enemy. Others there are w_o will not 
make this mistake, but who will pro- 
ceed to open another short suit, al- 
though disbelieving in such methods. 
Such players evidently cannot be made 
to see that a certain ad\antage has al- 
ready been gained, which if properly 
followed up will result in profit to their 
side. They should remember that there 
aie but thirteen cards m the suit in 
which they hold strength, and which 
they would naturally have opened, and 
that their game lias been plajed for 
them thus far with a trick already won 


It makes no difference 
whether a 


suit has been opened on the right or on 
the left, a player should not feel timid 
about establishing it in tbe face of th s 
development any more than it the suit 
had been opened ongmally by himself 
If such protection is held in side suits 
as would have warranted a trump lead 
on an original opening, sucb a play 
now is most assuredly advisable. Be- 
cause the lead 
will necessaiily be 


tbiough declared weakness in case the 
suit has been opened on one's lcft up 
to possible strength held by the enemy 
on the right, it should not prevent one 
from continuing the suit if sufficiently 
prelected, especially in trumps If it is 
indicated that a tenace is held by the 
original third hand, it might be wise 
to open a second suit, if one of fair 
strength is held 
But holding no such 


suit and being weak in trumps, there 
should be no hesitation about continu- 
ing the suit originally opened 
If 


the enemy on the right happens to hold 
a tenace which will prevent the estab- 
lishment of the suit, the leader will also 
be In a position to block him, and the 
advantage will probably be gained, of 
throwing the lead to the partner at a 
critical stage of the game. 
Or in case 


the opponent continues the suit and his 
partner trumps, the latter will in all 
probability be obliged to open his suit, 
the very thing he was anxious to avoid. 


The situation is much more simple 


when one's suit is opened by the right- 
hand opponent. If yon win the first 
trick and have not sufficient strength 
to open trumps, continue the plain suit. 
Second hand will be obliged to disclose 
his strength in that suit should he 
have any, and. even if the original 
leader does get in a trump, he will be 
just where he was when he started; 
and the risk of placing the partner in 
an unfavorable position has not been 
incurred. 
When you win the first trick you 


should carefully conside r the card 
played by your partner. If a queen 
has been led indicating but two In the 
suit, and your partner sitting second- 
hand player as low a card as it is pos- 
s—le for him to hold, and the trick is 
won fourth hand by the king, you 
should get good information, if you 
have the knave and one or two others 
remaining. In the first place the part- 
ner has practically denied holding the 
ace of the suit. A short queen is about 
as good a card as one can hope to win 
an ace. To play below the ace holding 
that card Is bad whist, for it is practi- 
cally a finesse against one's partner; 
the story that the low card on the 
queen also tells is that the player of it 
has no desire to have trumps led. Un- 
less one has sure protection In the oth- 
er suits, or a sequence In trumps which* 
can with safety be led, or a second 
strong 
suit In which 
considerable 


strength Is held, the suit opened with 
the queen should be returned, although 
ace be held against you. 
Even If the player holding the ace 


had opened that suit, the enemy hav- 
ing king, knave, would have been for- 
tunate to have won a trick In It, as the 
queen would have won the second round 
and the third would 
bave 
been 


trumped. As things are, one trick IB 
already sate. Suppose a short queen la 
led and fourth hand wins with the ace, 
the partner playing a low card. 
The 
latter cannot hold both King and knave, 
as he has denied the fourchette. He 
could not afford to refuse to make the 
onlyi trick possible in tire suit by neg- 
lecting to cover tbe queen an'd allow- 
ing it to win if the ace IB Held third' 
with the leader known lo bold not 
more ttian two .cards In that suit If 
the enemy, on the right holds both king 
and knave he will probablyfmake them.

Dimltrle Sipjagln is the full name of 


the new Minister of the Interior In 
Russia, and In spite of his having np 
title, he belongs to one of the oldest 
houses of the Moscow aristocracy, his 
family having already been great ter- 
ritorial nobles for hundreds of years 
prior to the reign of Peter the Great. 
His wife Is a very beautiful woman, 
and a great heiress, and was a princess 
of that house of Wyazemksl, which was 
brought into prominence about a year 
ago through one of Its members, a 
widow, conferring both her heart and 
her hand upon a good-looking young 
footman in her employ, whom she had 
caught in the act of kissing her por- 
trait. 


The appointment has given the great- 


est amount of 'satisfaction to the aris- 
tocracy at St. Petersburg and at Mos- 
cow, 
and in fact it seems to have met 


with universal approval, save on the 
part of bis predecessor in office, who 
only learned of his own dismissal and 
of the appointment of his successor 
through the newspapers, while absent 
on a vacation in Pans. 
The abrupt 


and inconsiderate manner of his dis- 
missal is largely flue to the fact that he 
has persistently obstructed the Emper- 
or's schemes, enterprises and reforms, 
while affecting to tend to their execu- 
tion. 


The new Minister enjoys the reputa- 


tion of being the finest sporting shot 
In the Russian Empire, and was for 
several years grand huntsman to the 
Imperial Court. He has all the charm- 
Ing, simple, unaffected, yet withal dig- 
nified, ways that characterize the high- 
bred Russian aristocrats, 
and while 


very firm and determined when he 
knows he is in the right, is neverthe- 
less at all times ready to listen to the 
voice of reason. Alike when Governor 
of Moscow, and when Governor of the 
Province of Courland, he got on splend- 
didly with the foreign consuls, wbo 
were never tired of singirlg his praises 
as the most enlightened and progressive 
Russian official with whom they had 
ever had any dealing. 


He resigned his grand hnntsmanship 


in consequence of a shocking tragedy 
which saddened his term of 
office, 


namely, the tearing to pieces and de- 
vouring of a little 8-year-old boy of 
whom he was particularly fond, by the 
pack of fierce wolf houmls that bad 
been let loose in the court yard. 


INFANTA EULALIE AN EXILE. 
Infanta Eulalle and her husband, 


Don Antonio, who like herself is a 
member of the reigning bouse of Spain, 
ranking as an Infant, may now be sold 
to have joined the large number of 
exiles on tbe banks of the Seine. For 
they have established their permanent 
home on the Boulevard des Invalids, 
in Paris and not only make the man- 
sion which they have purchased there, 
their headquarters, but likewise pro- 
pose to have their children educated 
altogether in France. 
In the 
early 


part of the Autumn the Infanta Eulalle 
visited the Queen Regent at San Sebas- 
tian, seeing her then for tbe first time 
since the outbreak of tbe war between 
Spain and tbe United States, and it 
was expected that a reconciliation 
would be effected between the two 
royal todies. But far from this being 
the case, the breach between the two 
seems to have been, on the contrary, 
widened thereby, and both Eulalie and 
her husband are now fixed for good in 
France, wbere they will spend the 
large allowance which they received 
from the Spanish Treasury as mem- 
bers of the reigning house. 


Incidentally, it may be of Interest to 


recall the fact that Don Antonio's 
father, the late Duke' of Montpensler, 
although as an infant of Spain be drew 


large annual allowance 
from 
the 


Madrid Treasury, nevertheless 
spent 


the greater part of his life In exile, the 
court of Madrid, as well as the Spanish 
Government, being of the opinion tbat 
t was preferable for the safety of the 
dynas ty and for the tranquillity of the 
country that he should make his home 
beyond Instead of within the frontiers 
of the kingdom. This is not astonisb- 
ng when It Is remembered that he was 
one of the principal authors of the rev- 
olution of 1868. Which overthrew his 
sister-in-law and benefactor, Queen 
Isabella, and that a year after Queen 
Christina bad become a widow and as- 
sumed the regency, the Madrid Govern- 
ment ascertained that be was to such a 
legree Involved in a conspiracy to de- 
irlve her of the regency, and her little 
boy of the throne, that be was expelled 
from the kingdom at a tew hours' 
notice. 


Old Queen Isabella of Spain and her 


husband, the dwarf King 
Francis 


Asslssl, have each ot them been re- 
quested to reside permanently abroad, 
heir large allowances being made con- 
ditional upon their complying with this 
sUnulation. Old Queen Christina, ntoth- 
erlfil Isabella, likewise spent the last 
nirty years of her lite In France, 
spending there the large annuity which 
she received from the Spanish' Ex- 
chequer, and numerous other cases of 
the same kind could be1 cited. 


ROYAL DRAINS OF SPAIN., 


It has always been' a source of as- 


tonishment to rneThat In view of 'the 
gnancial dlfflcultlea ot. tbe Iclngdoni, 
«d of th»-Jieav7 burdens on the na-r 
tonal exchequer, W Spanish Govern- 
ment »hooIdB4t.baf« Jong ago either 
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their money. But the money paid to 
Queenj Isabella, King Francis, to tbe 
Infante Eulalle and to her hnsband, as 
well as to the Infanta Paz and to the 
Infants'Amelle, who'ffiSke their home 
In Bavaria, is absolutely lost to Spain, 
since it is spent out of the country, and 
nothing is received in return therefor. 


Among other foreign royalties, who 


make their homes on the banks of the 
Seine, and who may be 
forming part of that 


regarded 
royal colony 


which; Alphonse Daudet had in mind 
when he wrote his celebrated novel of 
"Kings in Exile," are the ex-Queen of 
Naples, portrayed in that very self- 
same book under tbe name of the 
"Queen of Illyria her brother-in-law, 
the Count of Caserta de jure King of 
Naples, and balled as such by the 
Neapolitan legitimists. 


The, Countess D'Eu, who up to tbe 


date of overthrow ot the monarchy at 
Rio bore the title of Crown Princess of 
Brazil! and who Is now accorded hom- 
age as de jure Empress of Brazil by 
Brazilian legitimists. 
Queen Nathalie 


of Servia, is another crowned head who 
makes her permanent home In Paris, 
and so, too, does Dncbess Paul of 
Mecklenberg-Schwerln, who Is frowned 
upon by the other members of that 
sovereign house on account of her 
Catholic religion, the reigning Prince 
of Monaco and the Princess, the Grand 
Duke JMichael of Russia, and his con- 
sort, the Countess Torby, and at least 
two score members of tbe Neapolitan 
Parma and Spanish Bourbons, beside 
ail the members of the House of Or- 
leans, with the exception of the Duke 
of Orleans, that is to say, the pretender. 


UNCROWNED ROYALTIES. 


These royal personages ore cxeremc- 


ly tenacious on the subject of the tokens 
of respect due to their rank in society, 
and as they go a great deal into 
clety at Paris, being far more ready to 
receive hospitality than to concede it, 
one sometimes is obliged to rub one's 
eyes in the French capital in order to 
realize that one is living t«ero under 
a republic, instead of under a full- 
fledged monarchy. For there is more 
royalty in Paris today—and it plays 
a greater role fn'Parisian society—than 
during the days ot the empire, the un- 
fortunate social antecedents of Em- 
press Eugenie being of a nature to keep 
royal ladies away from the French 
capitai rather than to encourage their 
presence. 


MANNERS IN MIDDLE AGES. 
An old French book warns women 


"not to look too often at a man lest he 
think lhat she is in love with him, for 
it is generally only vain women who 
allow (their eyes to wander restlessly 
like a hawk on the watch for a victim." 


It was consideered more than rude 


for any one, man or woman, to look 
aimlessly into space or gaze at the sky 
for any length of time, and staring 
about 'in the street' or In church was 
considered especially impolite; people 
who desired to 
be considered well 


brought up were enjoined not to wave 
their hands about in the air and not 
to place them upon the head or shoul- 
ders of any distinguished personage. 


When standing both men and women 


were exhorted to place one hand over 
the other near the wrist. A well-bred 
woman, also, when walking out of 
doors, had to place the thumb of the 
left hand In the buckle or string by 
which I her cloak was fastened under 
her neck, while with the two fingers 
of the, right hand ahe kept the cloak 
closed.1 


When on horseback men were en- 


joined | not to look at their legs, but 
straight over the horse's head. In a 
hook of the twelfth century we read of 
a model young woman who "walked 
picely 'and did not look around, she 
did not speak to her mother nor greet 
her father, neither would she look at 
man or woman"! 


Great weight was attached to greet- 


ing people. "Give a friendly greeting 
to every one," says a French author; 
"it costs nothing, and raises you high- 
er In the estimation of others " 
In 


France it was the custom for ladies to 
raise their caps and the men bowed 
almost' to the ground. One of the old- 
est forms of greeting among Saxon peo- 
ple was "Halls!" which was the equiv- 
alent to "May you be healthy." 


Moderation in eating and drinking 


was especially recommended for ladies, 
because, said one book, "a 
drunken 


woman is not a pleasing spectacle." It 
was the duty of the gentlemen to see 
that the ladles had enough, and it was1, 
not at I all unusual for the lady of the 
house or her daughter1 to cut up the 
food for a guest whom they particular- 
ly wish'ed t o honor.

Ancient Bills of Fare. 


They are but sorry individuals who 


treat with scorn and contumely all that 
pertains to the inner man and physical 
demands of human nature To them 
hunger is a degradation, food a con- 
stant reminder that they are but men of 
infinitely 
limited capabilities. 
But 


though thus scorned and pshawed by 
superior minds, food and feeding form 
one of the eternals, says tbe London 
Standard. To all but an infinitesimal 
portion of human kind the necessity of 
food Is the great origin of human 
action. For food human genius has 
achieved Its greatest feats in literature, 
art, and racial progression. Food and 
means of obtaining It form the absorb- 
ing Incessant topic and aim of dally 
toil and scheme of the whole world. 
It is but a false and hypocritical pride 
that disdains the consideration of such 
an eternal factor. Hunger, not moral 
principles and high ideals. Is the mo- 
tive power of mankind. 


Man made a great advance when he 


began to eat at fixed times, instead of, 
as hitherto, when he was hungry or 
had something to eat The institution 
of meal times, as apart from the mere 
demands of hunger, notified a stability 
of society. It is curious to note the 
alteration In the hours for the principal 
meals. Dinner and supper appear to 
have transcended all other meals. Thc 
word "breakfast" as applied to the 
moinmg food is not known before the 
fifteenth centugy. Until comparatively 
recent times it appears to have been 
merely and literally'a breaking of the 
fabt. Pepys habitually took a bait pint 
of Rhenish or a dram of strong waters 
as his breakfast, while Izaak Walton 
recommends a pipe of tobacco as the 
best sustenance in the morning. That 
dinner was emphatically the 
para- 


mount, If not only meal of the day, is 
shown by the early hour at which it 
was taken 
In the fourteenth century 


dinner was eaten at 8 A. M. A rhyme 
of the pei iod bade man rise at five, dine 
at nine: "At five in the evening thou 
mayest sup, to bed at nine, and thou 
shalt live to ninety and nine." 


In the 'Northumbei land House Book' 


for 1512 it is set forth that the family 
rose at 6 A. M., broke fast at seven, 
dined at ten,and supped at four in the 
afternoon. Tbe gates were all shut at 
nine, and further Ingress or egress re- 
fused. At Oxford, in 1570, It was usual 
to dine at eleven o'clock and sup at five 
in the afternoon. All but the highest 
classes took their meals somewhat 
earlier. Louis XV, of France, post- 
poned dinner to two o'clock, and this 
time was retained until the Revolution, 
when 6 P. M. became the dinner hour 
About the same ttme dinner in Ger- 
many, which had hitherto been eaten at 
twelve, was carried forward into the 
afternoon. In England Horace Wai- 
pole complained of the late practice of 
dining at 6 P. M., which he grumbled 
meant the evening could not begin to 
be spent until ten. But the progress of 
the dinner has been continuous, and 
the meal, which was once served as 
early as 10 A M., Is now, in some cir- 
cles, served nearly twelve hours later. 
With the gradual recession of dinner 
and its usurpation of the place of sup- 
per, breakfast has become a solid meal, 
and luncheon and tea 
Institutions. 


The latter Is no doubt responsible for 
the postponement of dinner to so late 
an hour. 


In character, as well as In time, 


meals have undergone complete trans- 
formation. 
Dinner was always the 


great meal of the day, and as sumptu- 
ous and extravagant as possible. So 
lavish did the feasts become that in 
the reign of Edward III. an act was 
passed prohibiting more than two 
courses being served at dinner or sup- 
per, except o~ certain holidays. The 
curious may note that this law has 
never been repealed, and remains in 
the statute book to this day. Carving 
was then a fine art, and the manner in 
which a gentleman helped himself with 
his dagger from the joint or bird prof- 
fered by a page gained him "no mean 
respect.." The absence of forks led to 
much stress being laid upon the wash- 
ing of bonds before and after meals and 
to tbe rule that the left hand alone 
should be dipped in the common dish, 
the right hand being occupied with the 
knife. Small forks were not Introduced 
into use until the seventeenth cen- 
tury, and the guests provided their 
own. 
Pepys took his spoon and fork 


with him to the Lord Mayor's banquet 
in 1663. "Good old English tare" Is 
oftener in people's mouths as a phrase 
than in reality. The science of cook- 
ery was as much known and appre- 
ciated by our ancestors as by ourselves. 
The idea that the court ladles of Queen 
Elizabeth breakfasted on salt meat and 
washed It down with a can of beer Is 
totally ert-oneous. Beef and ale might 
be the fore of tbe people at large, but 
there were dainties and epicures before 
the Nineteenth century. 


The dinner of the best period of Eng- 


lish cookery consisted of three courses, 
each complete in Itself, and finished off 
with a dish of subtle device. Here Is a 
menu of a fifteenth century dinner, 
which for variety, not to mention sol- 
idity, a modern chef would find hard to 
beat: "Baked mallard, taels roasted 
with sauce, of almonds and batter 
bolted In milt Roasted capon served 
with,-syrup ot honey and pears well

Herons, sucking pig, seethed and baked,. 
^4-: about'to gilt, and a citron in hi^'

and curlew With sauce of good syrup. 
Third course- A peacock, roasted with 
grease of pig's chops, set out covered 
with its skin and feathers, 
many 


onions underneath him. Pears baked 
In syrup. Custard ot cream and the 
eggs of hens. Wine sauce with mint 
and tansy well mixed. Also some 
small birds of all kinds laid in good 
wine." After these dishes—in which it 
may be noted "the roast beef of Eng- 
land" is missing—the guests retired to 
another room where pastry, sweet- 
meats, and fruit were served with 
choice wines The variety ot wines 
formerly in use cannot be exceeded 
now. 
A wutcr of Elizabeth's reign 


mentions fifty-six kinds of French, 
thirty-six Spanish, and Italian wines 
Imported into England A dinner of 
Charles I was equally profuse and 
dainty, including, indeed, "a sopp of 
snayles." 


The English 
have always 
been 


essentially meat-eaters 
The gospel of 


Covent Garden is even now held by but 
few. 
With the exception of onions, 


cultivated roots and herbage were un- 
known in Britain of the Middle Ages. 
Whatiegetabbles weie required were 
imported from Holland. The intro- 
duction of the potato and its general 
cultivation from about 1C19 
form the 


most important event of its kind Now- 
adays the consumption of the popular, 
but not altogether haimless, tuber in 
thisc country averages 310 pounds per 
head per annum. Not until the time of 
the Commonwealth did the pudding 
^attain popularity, and even now it is 
relegated to the 
nursery. 
Only a 


woman or a boy should give in, It is 
held, to the foolery of tarts 
That 


essentially British dish, plum-pudding, 
has only assumed its piesent solid 
form during the last hundred years. 
It was originally a soup, thickened with 
brown bread, plums and raisins. It 
was abhorred by the Puritans, and not 
until Sir Roger de Coverly had seen 
a Dissenter enjoying plum-broth in his 
hall at Christmas had the worthy 
knight any hope for his moral and 
social condition. 


Mince-pies, 
another 
Christmas 


dainty, 
were 
likewise, 
religiously 


banned. Its mixture Bflspices 
and 


fruits were held to symbolize' the 
offerings of the Magi, and the "coffin" 
or crust the holy manger, but tbe 
Puritans regarded them as "Inventions 
of the devil and scarlet women, a 
hodgepodge of poverty and supersti- 
tion." Treatises and 
sermons were 


gravely written proving and disprov- 
ing that clergymen should not eat 
mince-pies! Through all the changes 
of gastronomic fashion John Buir's 
taste remains but little altered. He 
eschews kick-sbaws and delights m 
substantial solid dishes. His preju- 
dice for beef-eating is very character- 
istic. Hating subterfuge, and esteem- 
ing fixity of purpose, he is not satisfied 
if his fork will not stand upright in 
his dinner. The influence of character 
upon diet is reflex, and the truth that 
those who drink water think water is 
proved by the comparison of national 
diet with national characteristics.

On an Isolated Island in Hudson's 


Bay the Queer Folk Live. 


During Centuries, Unknown to th. 


Best of th«t World, the Little Man 
Have Adh^rjd to the Curtomsof 
the 8toi» Age. 


The strangest anthropological "find" 


recorded In tbi last decade of the nine- 
teenth century will soon be announced 
)y the American Museum of Natural 
History. It if nothing less than the 
discovery, on. a lonely Island In Hud- 
son's Bay, of a] lost tribe of Eskimo—a 
community which has been without In- 
tercourse with other representatives of 
the human species for centuries, and 
whose members never saw a white man 
until a few months ago. They are still 
in the Stone Age, knowing no metals; 
:bey grow no plants; and their houses 
are built of the tkulls of whales. 


The home of this strange tribe, which 


seems to have been cut off In some un- 
known manner ifrom the rest of the 
world ever so long ago, Is on South- 
ampton Island—ja piece of water-girt 
:erra flrma nearly as big as the State 
of Maine, situated at the north end of 
Hudson's Bay. Apparently the people 
lave dwelt tfcerej-ever since pre-Colum- 
bian times, and, today they live and 
subsist in exactly1 theWme wa*y as they 
did then. Havlnt beeii isolated for so 
long a period. It Is natural tbat they 
should exhibit miny peculiarities most 
Interesting to the! student of ethnology, 
and these are Illustrated by 9 superb 
collection of utensils, weapons' of tbe 
chase and other objects, whicb. through 
the agency of Dr. JFranz Boas, has^een 
fetched to New York in a whaling ves- 
sel and deposited In the Museuni of 
Natural History, j 


The houses of, skulls above 


tloned, more properly described 
huts, are built by putting together tbe 
great jaws ot right whales, which are 
covered with skins'. In the middle of 
this primitive dwelling Is an elevated 
place on which stands the inevitable 
stone lamp—chief i essential of every 
Eskimo household. Indeed, the whole 
life of the family- may be said to re- 
volve about this lamp, the Inmates de- 
pending upon it {for their existence. 
Without It they iwould be unable to 
occupy so frigid and otherwise unin- 
habitable region 
It is employed for 


lighting, heating, 
cooking, melting 


snow, drying clothes and in certain 
arts. Yet it is nothing more than an 
open dish of whale oil, with a wick of 
dry moss soaked in fat. 


The whale is the chief means of sub- 


sistence of tins strange people, who 
hunt the mighty cetacean in skin-boats 
much like those used by other Eskimo. 
It is from the right whale that <he 
whalebone of commerce Is obtained, 
and this material they use In a variety 
of surprising ways, making even their 
cups and buckets of it by bending it 
into rounded shapes and sewing on the 
bottoms. Many of their? implements 
are of whalebone, and from the same 
stuff they manufacture toboggan-like 
sleds 
They make sledges of pairs of 


walrus tusks for runners and deer ant- 
lers for cross pieces. It would be hard 
to find more daring hunters than they 
are, tbe seal, the walrus and the wary 
caribou contributing to their 
game 


bags 


The tribe comprises only fifty-eight 


individuals, about equally divided as 
to sexes. Its members speak a dialect 
peculiar to themselves and quite unltke 
tbat employed by any other Eskimo. 
A strait about thirty miles broad sep- 
arates Southampton Island from the 
western shore of Hudson's Bay, where 
there Is a colony of Eskimo, and once 
in a very long while It freezes clear 
across. This happened, It is said, sev- 
enty-five years ago, and then a few 
hunters came over from the island to 
the mainland, where they were much 
surprised to encounter othon. human 
beings like themselves, having doubt- 
less imagined that they were the only 
people 1n existence. There Is now a 
tradition with the natives on the main- 
land, who say that the strangers 
brought two sledges with them, but 
wlnt away again and never returned. 
Neither before nor since has any news 
come from the lost tribe. 


On Southampton Island there Is no 


soapstone, which among the Eskimo 
elsewhere is the favorite material for 
pots and kettles;'hence the people of 
the lost tribe are obliged to make such 
receptacles in rectangular shapes out 
of slabs of limestone, glued together 
with a mixture of grease and deer

blood. 
In the same way they manu- 


facture their lamps, and this fact Is 
an'other-evidence of the prolonged iso- 
lation of the community described. In- 
asmuch a\ Eskliap. wheiMhey can ob- 
tain no soapstoneMn their own neigh- 
borhood, will pay bny price to get it 
from some other more fortunate tribe. 
Sometimes they will make trips last- 
Ing several years In quest of this ma- 
terial, which Is of rare occurrence, and 
not often discovered In pieces large 
enough for lamps or pots. 


The hunters of EjouthamDton Island 


arm their harpoons with flint points 
and their arrows likewise. They make 
these points by chipping the flint 
with bone instruments. In their hunt- 
ing pouches they always carry a num- 
ber of fresh arrowheads and spear- 


ids for emergencies. 
Of course, 


never having seen a white man until 
recently, and having been cut offi-for 
centuries from all communication with 
other tribes of their own people, they 
are not acauainted with tobacco—a 
weed of which the Eskimo in general 
are exceedingly fond. Neither do they 
possess any article whatever that has 
ben introduced into America since the 
landing of Columbus. Fire they obtain 
by means of the familiar bew-drill, 
which is such an old contrivance that 
itjwas commonly used in ancient Egypt. 
Both sexes wear jackets of deer-skin 
and combination boots and trousers of 
bear-skin. 


JTbe story of this shut-off tribe of- 


Eskimo parallels the tradition of the 
famous lost colony of Norse men which 
03 recorded In the Sagas and in Nor^se 
folk-lore, was cut off in Greenland COO 
years ago. 
Winters grew colder, and 


one unprecedentedly severe season fol- 
Io(wing another, tbe smalt community 
of squatters in that icy region was 
walled in by frozen fields along the 
shore and tbe heaping up of migbty ice 
cliffs, through which there was no pas- 
sage and over \vinch It was impossible 
to climb 
The descendants of theso 


vanished people are said still to dwell 
in* a sort of ice-bound oasis w itbout 
eltfte.r entrance or exit—so many Rip 
Van Winkles, having no knowledge of 
the world without and retaining tbe 
manners and customs of six centuries 
back. 


JTo match this notable discovery in 


the frozen North, another very strange 
ethnological 'flnd'\ias just been made 
by George H. Pepper, who, like Dr. 
Boas, is connected with the American 
Museum of Natural History. Tills is 
nothing less than the turning up, in 
Northern New Mexico, of deposits re- 
presenting what may be termed fossil 
snake dance—m other \voids, memo- 
rials of ceremonials of this descqption 
which were conducted perhaps one 
thousand years ago by the ancestors 
of the modern Moki Indians. Of late 
years many descriptions of the Moki 
snake dances have been,published ex- 
citing no little attention and hence the 
interest attaching jto evidences of the 
great antiquity of so remarkable .a 
mode of religious observance. 
| The Pueblo Bouito, where the discov- 


ery referred to was made. Is the largest 
of the many prehistoric ruined cities 
found In that part ot the country. No 
attempts at excavation were ever made 
there until last summer, when Mr. Pep- 
per started digging operations, one le- 
sult of which was the partial uncover- 
ing of a nest of human habitations that 
is certainly pre-Columbian and in all 
probability vastly older than this term 
would imply. The word "nests" is ap- 
propriately used, 
inasmuch as 
tbe 


pueblo, like modern inhabited ones to- 
day, 
was constructed on a sort of bee- 


hive principle. 
It contained many 


hundreds of rooms, and must have fur- 
nished a home for a very considerable 
population. 


I It was ascertained by digging, indeed, 


that the pueblo described was actually 
superimposed upon tbe ruins of a yet 
more ancient pueblo, thus carrying the 
history of the place back to a very re- 
mote epoch presumptively But the 
most interesting thing was the finding 
of whole outfits of snake-dance appar- 
atus, including the peculiar ceremonial 
arrows.^ vessels, musical instruments, 
etc. A thousand years ago, it seems 
likely, the secret societies of (he Snakes 
and Antelopes conducted the sacred 
rites which culminated in the snake 
dance. They gathered rattlesnakes and 
other kinds of serpents in the fields as 
they do nowadays. Juggled with them, 
carried them In their mouths, and went 
through all the varied performances of 
ritual which are ^followed at tho pres- 
ent time to celebrate the return of the 
sun from tbe south, whither demons 
have conspired to drag the orb of day. 
{Some fragments of skeletons but no 


mummies were found in the pueblo, 
percolating water having probably de- 
stroyed any of tl e latter that existed. 
Bushels of turqi else were unearthed, 
and a good rainy little frogs of tur- 
quoise mosaic, which may have been 
used for ceremonial purposes. Nobody 
knows where these vanished. folk got 
their turquoise, but some aboriginal 
mining works foi that kind of stone 
have been discovered not very: far 
away. The turq lOlse occurs in layers, 
sandwiched between slices of trachyte 
rpck, so that it can be broken out with 
stone Implements , without much dif- 
flculty. Some Jugs shaped like birds 
were dug up, but the most extraordln- 
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ary thing ol all Ii its way was a corner- 
stone deposit enclosed in a hollow, 
beam ot wood, the hole being fllled 
with shell beads and. turquoises. -This 
l« the only evidence of, aboriginal' cor- 
nerstone laying ejrar found In America. 
Other objects unearthed were, mosaics 
of hematiEe^nd tjurquolwi'very besuUr 
iful, and curious ^ton$ mbrtarsifor the 
giindlni: of painti. Evidently the oc-l 
cujiimtS of,' the ancient pueblo1 donjes- 
tlcstefl the fttrkey.Ahecaas'e ever so
